CONVICT SAYS THEY 
PAID HIM TO RECANT 


He Retracted Testimony 
That. Had Convicted 
Robbers—Judge Suggests 
Grand Jury Inquiry.

CHICAGO, Nov. 32.—Attorneys 
Joseph McGlynn of East St. Louis 
and Joseph McGinnis of Alton io- 
day were excoriated by reference 
in the United States District Court 
of Appeals here, when an affida- 
vite, alleging they had bribed a 
convict to repudiate testimony 
which convicted seven postoffice 
robbers, was presented to Appcel- 
late Justices Page, Evans and An- 

derson. 

The Court cogrmented, in ref2r- 
ence to the bribery charges against 
MeGlynn and McGinnis: “Any at- 
torney who would go to a peni- 
tentiary after a man has been duly 
convicted and obtain from him, 
without the presence of the Prose- 
cuting Attorney, a repudiation cof 
his testimony before a court, is 
unfit to practice law in any state.” 

Justice Page added, “The dis- 
closures in these affidavits are a 
matter for a grand jury to look 


; into.’”’ 


Convict Charges Bribery. 

The charges against McGlynn 
and McGinnis were presented in 
counter-affidavits by United States 
District Attorney Walter Provine 
of Springfield, Ill., after the law- 
yers, as counsel for th emen con- 
victed in the postoffice 
had presented an affidavit made 
by George Sturm, a convict in 
Joliet Penitentiary Sturm ‘had 
been the star witness against the 
postoffice robbers, admitting he 
took part in the robbery and testi- 
fying against his confederates. 

McGlynn and McGinnis, in their 
motion for a new trial for the post- 
office robbers, filed with the United 
States District Court an affidavit 
signed by Sturm in which he made 
a Sweeping repudiation of all his 
testimony at the trial. 

As a counter-afdavit the Govern- 
presented another sworn 
statement from Sturm in which he 
said he had been bribed to repu- 
diate his testimony. 

Sturm’s second affidavit de- 
scribed a visit made him by Mc- 
Glynn and McGinnis. He asserted 
the affidavit repudiating his testi- 
mony had been prepared in ad- 
vance by the lawyers. He signed it, 
he swore, because Attorney Mc- 
Glynn promised him “to have him 
out of prison within a month aft- 
er the postoffice robbery defend- 
ants were granted a new trial.” 

$100 Down, $2500 Promised. 

He said that McGlynn took him 
into a washroom at the peniten- 
tiary and showed him where a 
$100 bill wags concealed. Sturm 
said McGlynn promised him $2500 
more when _ the affidavit was 
signed, :

Collard, De- 
tective-Sergeant of St. Louis, and 
Paul B. Cousley, Postmaster of 
Alton. Both relate to the same 
matter. The affidavits were filed 
to offset an appeal being made by 
the convicted men.

LONDON, Nov. 3.—The Earl of 
Kinnoull, whose earldom is a cre- 
ation of King James I, and whose 
family was famous three centuries 
before King James was born, has 
announced in the morning news- 
papers that he is going to marry 


Miss May Merrick. 

Only yesterday the young Earl, 
who is 25 years old, was divorced 
by the wealthy Countess of Kin- 
noull, the London newspapers 
printing for the occasion some of 
the details of his colorful past. ‘Five 
years ago his mother, Viscountess 
Dupplin,. prevented his marriage 
tc a-fascinating widow much older 
than he by sending him off to 
South Africa. 

The following year he married 
Miss Enid Fellows, member of a 
tobacco magnate’s family, and 
shortly after he left her last year 
she inherited $5,000,000, a sum 
that would have settled the finan- 
cial troubles of the Earl’s dwindling 
estates had they not been divorced. 

But what most of London talked 
about all-day was not the usual 
story of an aristocrat in love with 
a “nobody.” It was about the tri- 
umph of the “nobody’s” mother, 
“The Queen of the Night Clubs” 
here. 

London’s Most Remarkable Woman 

Mrs. Kate Merrick—*‘Mother” 
Merrick, as she is known—had 
demonstrate@again that she de- 
serves the somewhat dubious title 
of “the most remarkable woman 
in London.” 

Only 18 months ago her elder 
daughter, Dolly, was married to a 
member of the British peerage, 
Lord de-Clifford. 

In the Silver Slipper, her newest 
club, just off Regent street, Mrs. 
Merrick last night received con- 
gratulations from the queer mix- 
ture of nobility, parvenus and 
members of the higher underworld 
that nightly crowd her clubs, 

When Mrs. Merrick, a motherly, 
sentimental, ever-smilifg soul, was 
left a widow at the outset of the 
World War with a son and two 
daughters to support, she decided 
the future in one way or another 
would have to bring two things. 
She wished money with which to 
educate her children; and when 
the daughters became marriage- 
able she wished titled men to 
marry them to. 

Whether true love was a requi- 
site of Mrs. Merrick’s second wish 
has never been ascertained, but 
the crowd that witnessed ,the be- 
ginnings of the courtships of both 
daughters are sure that it was mu- 
‘tual love in both cases. 

Both Well Educated. 

Both daughters are well educat- 
ed. They attended Girton College. 
Oxford, under assumed names and 
they were taken to the galleries 
and show places on the continent 
by well paid and well mannered 
‘chaperones. It is a fact they did 
not appear in their mother’s night 
clubs until they had been gradu- 
ated from college. 

They were introduced to society 
behind the footlights of “The Forty 
Three Club.” Proudly Mrs. Mer- 
rick once said: “My daughters 
have danced with Princes, Dukes 
and Cabinet Ministers.” That was 
at the club. When Dolly met Lord 
de Clifford she was runhing a club 
of her own under her mother’s 
tutelage, the Manhattan, which 
was more sumptuous, though 
smaller, than any of the other 
clubs. 

Mrs. Merrick apparently became 
imbued with her high ambitions 
only after the death of her hus- 
band, a Dublin physician and psy- 
choanalyst, brought her face to 
face with the simple but important 
problem of supporting her, chil- 
dren. 

For 20 years she and her hus- 
band had struggled along. He sac- 
rificed everything to the idea that 
a eanitarium could be run for the 
benefit of neurotics with nothing 
but a psychoanalyst to care for 
them.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 3.—What 
did the jurors think of the Gov- 
ernment’s case against Albert Fall 
and Harry Sinclair, as it stood 
when charges of jury tampering 
put a premature end to the trial? 
A majority of them felt that the 
prosecution had made out a strong 
case of conspiracy. This was ascer- 
tained by interviewing them after 
their discharge yesterday. 

Of course, the trial ended at an 
early stage. 

The prosecution had not quite 
finished its evidence, and the de- 
fense had not begun to present its 
own, Naturally, the jurors profess- 
ed still to have open minds. 

They wanted to hear the other 
side, to listen to the arguments, 
and to receive the judge’s instruc- 
tions on the law. | 

‘ The Government's Case. 

Nevertheless, they had heard 
enough to make them feel that 
certain parts of the Government's 
evidence must either be refuted or

satisfactorily explained by the de- 
fense before a verdict of acquittal 
could be rendered. They felt that 
the Government had made out 
a good case, and that it was up to 
_ the defense to show what holes if

| Considering the involved nature

Everhart’s Refusal to Testify. 

One fact, however, would have

fact that a majority of the jurors 
were most deeply impressed by ihe 
refusal of Fall's son-in-law, M. T. 
Everhart, to testify, on the ground 
that his answers might incrimi- 
| nate him. Without exception, the 
| jurors to whom the writer talked 
agreed upon this as the most sinis- 
ter and damaging fact against the 
| defendants, They could draw ‘wt 
one inference from it. 

The jurors differed widely, how- 
ever, in the significance which they 
|attached to ther features of the 
evidence. Conrad J. Herzog, an 
automobile sales manager, and the 
man who undoubtedly would have 
been chosen foreman of the jury. 
attributed «reat importance to the 
secrecy which had surrounded 
many of the important § transac- 
tions d-seribed. 

ball’s Secrecy Damaging.

The women, Lena M. Phillips of 
New York City, and Miss Martha 
L. Connole of East St. Louis, Il., 
were listed as spokesmen for the 
National Federation of Business 
and Professional Women’s Clubs. 


Real Estate Tax Testimony. 


Today’s meeting of the commit- 
tee opened with Nathan W. Mac- 
Chesney, representing the National 
Association of Real Estate Boards, 
cencluding testimony on real es- 
tate taxes begun yesterday . 

MacChesney said his organiza- 
tion felt its members were being 
discriminated against in being 
taxed On the basis of all profits re- 
ceived in sale of real estate on the 
installment plan before payment 
had been completed. He asked 
that this be corrected. 

He algo advocated placing 50 per 
cent as a down payment on real 
estate sales as the figure allowed 
before such a sale is taken out of 
the instaliment sales class of tax- 
ation, instead of the present 25 per 
cent down-payment. 

The Treasury in presenting tts 
recommendation that the prospec- 
tive total reduction should be held 
to $225,000,000 advocated a slice 
in rates applying to incomes be- 
tween $14,000 and $90,000. 


No. Reduction Likely. 


At the same time, however, it 
Was announced the administration 
did not favor a slash on normal 
income rates or any fufther in- 
crease of personal exemption. In 
addition, congressional leaders of 
both parties have given little in- 
dication that they will seek down- 
ward revision of the normal in- 
come levy or increase of exemp- 
tions, a general belief prevailing 
that these schedules were cut to 
the minimum in the last two tax 
reduction measures. 

Little has been said by commit- 
tee members as to their views on 
the Treasury recommendation for 
a revision of rates on incomes in 
the higher brackets, although Rep- 
resentative Garner of Texas, rank- 
ing minority member, has said a 
cut on incomes of between $14,000 
and $90,000 would give some slight 
benefit to persons with incomes 
in excess of the higher figure. 

The Treasury also referred to 
this in presenting its recommenda- 
tion, arguing that “by the simplest 
expedient of adjusting the rate so 
that it will rise uniformly, incréas- 
ing 1 per cent for each additional] 
$4000 of income on incomes from 
$10,000 to $70,000 some reductions 
will be granted to all surtax payers 
but more particularly to those 
whose incomes fall in the interme- 
diate brackets.”

Denres Part in Jury Shadowing.

Mrs. Batley is a sturdy, jolly 
good-looking woman of 35, with 
dark eyes and hair, and a firm jaw 
and chin. 

She is employed in the office of 
a piano store, and formerly worked 
in a bank. An interesting fact, 
which none of the attorneys discov- 
ered when they examined her for 
jury service, is that she formerly 
lived in Wyoming, near Teapot 
Dome, and is thoroughly familiar 
with oil production, although not 
with the facts in this case. 

“TI was never so humiliated in my 
life,”’ she said, “as when they began 
questioning me, and I had to stand 
up there and admit that I had 
never read anything about it. 

“Is it really a fact that the Su- 
preme Court passed on a case ex- 
actly like this one, except that it 
was a civil suit,,and found that a 
conspiracy did exist?” 

“It is a fact.” 


“I heard it today,” she contin- 
ued, ‘“Wouldn’t we have looked 
like a fine lot of dumbbells if we 
had come out of there and given 
a verdict just the opposite of the 
Supreme Court’s? 

“T can’t help .thinking how fool- 
ish I'd have felt.” 


Thought Littleton Cute. 


“How did you like the lawyers?” 
she was asked. 

“I think Mr,*Littleton is too cute 
for words,” she answered. “He 
looks more like a Teddy bear tha 
any man I ever saw.” 

(Martin W. Littleton, chief of 
defense counsel, noted attorney 
and former member of Congress, 
is, in fact, short and pudgy, and 
owns a pink and cherubic face.) 

“But_say, that innocent look of 
his didn’t fool me,” said the 
square-jawed Mrs. Bailey. “‘I’ll bet 
he’s one of the slickest lawyers that 
ever stepped into a courtroom, You 
couldn’t help noticing the slippery 
way in which he would keep On 
trying to get something in after the 
Judge had ruled it out, 

“And then it was perfectly kill- 
ing the way he would soothe Mr. 
Roberts when Mr. Roberts got 
mad.” Owen J. Roberts, the mas- 
sive and indefatigable prosecutor, 
whose prodigious labors are large- 
ly responsible for the recovery of 
the Government's oil reserves, had 
conducted virtually all of the Gov- 
ernment’s case, . 


Impressed by Roberts’ Work. 

“How did you like him?” I asked 
Mrs. Bailey. 

She sobered instantly. 

“T think he’s fine,” she said. 
“IT never saw @& man who seemed 
so earnest and worked so hard. 
We couldn’t help noticing that al- 
most every time Mr. Roberts made 
an objection the Judge sustained 
him and that’ nearly every time 
he had an argument with the de- 
fense lawyers, Mr. Roberts won the 
argument. 

“There was a lot of difference 
between those lawyers. When Mr. 
Littleton wanted his way, he would 
try all sorts of cute tricks to get 
it, but when Mr. Roberts seemed 
in any doubt about whether he was 
right, he would just pass it up and 
go on.

and Robert W. Stewart of the 
Standard of Indiana. He was ac- 
companied by his attorney, former 
Senator Thomas of Colorado. A 
tentative contract of sale was 
drawn befdre Humphreys and 
Thomas learned that the purchaser 
was not, as they* had supposed, 
these oilmen, but the new Conti- 
nental Trading Co., which, the 
prosecution contended, was noth- 
ing but a dummy company secretly 
Owned by them. 


In evidence of that, the prose- 


cution asked Thomas to give the 


names of the purchasers named in 
the first draft of the contract. The 
defense objected strenuously, and 
finally wen the exclusion of the 
names. It was a very hard blow 
to the prosetution, for it destroyed 
the best hope of showing that Sin- 
clair probably was one of the real 
owners of the Continental. There 
had been considerable speculation 
among the attorneys as to whether 
the jury had realized the signifi- 
cance of the point. Mrs. Baily set- 
tled it. ) 


Linked Sinclair With Dummy Firm 
“Of course,” she laughted, “there 
wasn’t the slightest doubt in my 


mind. Nor do I think, in the minds 
of the rest, that the name in the 
first contract was Sinclair’s. It 
was as plain as day, and Mr. Lit- 
tleton made it plainer by fighting 
so hard to keep it away from us. 
I never had any other ideqa than 
that Sinclair was in the Conti- 
nental.” 


That revelation probably will be 
a shock to certain people. 


The very heart of Sinclair’s dé- 
fense consisted of the contention 
that he was not in the Continental, 
but merely purchased oil from it. 
If he was in the Continental, the 
trail of corruption was complete, 
because the bonds were traced di- 
rectly from the Continental to 
Fall’s bank account. 

“And there was another thing,” 
remarked Mrs. Bailey. “I noticed 
that whenever witnesses told of 
buying the bonds and placing the 
money in Fall’s account, his lawyer 
would ask them on cross-examina- 
tion if Fall was present when the 
deposit was made. Say, that made 
me laugh. I worked in a bank for 
soven years, and I know that a 
man doesn’t have to be present to 
know when deposits are being 
made to his account. 

“And who did those Liberty 
bonds come from? Liberty. bonds 
don’t come out of the air. Ever- 
hart could have told, but he re- 
fused, on the ground that he didn’t 


want to incriminate himself. That 
was the worst thing of all. A man 
can’t’ incriminate himself by tell- 
ing. the truth, unless he’s done 
something wrong. 

“Whatever wrong Everhart had 
done Was in connection with ge*- 
ting those bonds, and part of the 
bonds went to Fall. 

Thought Everhart Guilty. *° 


“I didn’t see how the defense 
cé6uld ever explain that away. Aft- 
er Everhart had practically ad- 
mitted that he was guilty, how 
could it be explained away? Of 
course, I kept. remembering that 
I mustn’t make up my_mind until 
I had heard the other side, but it 
certainly looked like they had a 
lot of expfaining to do.” 


She remembered H. L. Phillips, 
president of the Sinclair Crude Ou 
Purchasing Co., who testified for 
the Government with great reluct- 
ance, and displayed one of the 
poorest memories ever observed in 
the District of Columbia. When 
his company and the Prairie took 
over the Continental's contract, 
he couldn’t remember how he 
learned it was to be taken over, 
who told him to handle the deal, 
how he learned what the price 
was to be, or whether he knew 
that the Prairie had agreed. He 
could only remember that his em- 
rloyer, Mr. Sinclair, had told him 
nothing. 

“That little fellow certainly was 
working hard for the boss,” ob- 
served the astute Mrs. Bailey. ‘“‘It 
was plain enough that he didn’t 
want to give the answers Mr. Rob- 
erts wanted, and was anxious to 
give those that Mr. Littleton want- 
ed, and then such a convenient 
memory. 


“With a memory like that I 
couldn’t hold my job a week, and 
he is president of a big company.“ 


Mrs. Bailey was told what she 
had not yet learned from the evi- 
dence, that Blackmer and O'’Neiil 
fled: from the country to escape 
testifying, and had successfully re- 
sisted all efforts to bring them 
back. 


“I suspected something like 
that,” she said. “I didn’t expect 
to see them on the witness stand.” 


With the same aiertness with 
which she had penetrated the de- 
fense objections, she had _ seized 
upon a seeming absurdity in the 
testimony of K. C. Heald, a fozv- 
mer Government geologist, who 
testified for the prosecution thit 
he had made a survey of Teapot 
Dome, and found no danger of 
drainage. 


On cross examination by Little- 
ton he said he had spent less than 
a day on the ground. “That was 
so foolish I almost laughed aloud,” 
she said. “I know what oil surveys 
are and I don’t believe one man 
could have made a survey like 
that in less than a.month.” 

The Supreme Court held, in its 
decision, that the danger or lack 
of danger from drainage was not 
material in the case; that the ma- 
terial point was whether or not 
Fall had sufficient reason ‘to pe- 
lieve danger existed when he 
made the lease. It held he did 
not. The jury, however, had not 
read the Supreme Court decision, 
nor would they have been allowed 
to hear it during the trial. 


Felt Sorry for Fall. 

“What did you think of Fall?” 
I asked Mrs. Bailey. 

“I couldn't help feeling a little 
sorry for the old man, he seemed 
so feeble and depressed,” she said. 
“But I didn’t intend to let that in- 
fluence my verdict. It did seem 
a great pity that he should have 
to come into court and answer for 
& crime at his time in life.”

JURY TAMPERING LAWS OF 
Specia) to the Post-Dispatch. 
WASHINGTON, Nov. 3. 

HE Distric of Columbia has 
T exo statutes dealing with 

jury tampering. One applies 
to individual attempts to ob- 
struct justice, and provides @ 
maximum penalty of $1000 fine 
and one year in prison. The 
other deals with conspiracies in 
which two or more persons con- 
spire to obstruet justice, and 
provides a maximum penalty of 
$5000 fine and six years in 
prison. ' 

The first statute follows: 
‘““Wheever corruptly or by 
threats or force, or by any 
threatening leter or communi- 
cation, shall endeavor to influ- 
ence, intimidate or impede any 
witness or any juror, or who 
corruptly or by threats or force, 
shall influence, obstruct or en- 
deavor to influence, obstruct or 
impede, the due administration 
of: justice, shall be fined not 
more than $1000, or imprisoned 
not more than one year, or 
both.” 

The other statute reads: “If 
two or more persons conspire 
to influence the verdict of a 
jury or jurors in a_ criminal 
cause, they shall each of them 
be fined not more than $5000 
and imprisoned not more than 
six years, or both.”

OF BURNING SCHOGL 


None Hurt in Fire at Bayless 
No. 1 on Heege Avenue 
in County. 


Ninety children were led to 
safety by a teacher when fire was 
discovered today in Bayless School 
No. 1 on Heege avenue, narth of 
Gravois road, in St. Louis County. 
No one was hurt. 

The pupils, boys and_ girls in 
primary grades, had just assembled 
in the two class rooms on the first 
floor when the teacher in charge, 
Miss Elizabeth Newcomb, smelled 
smoke and then saw it coming 
from the basement through cracks 
in the flocring. In a matter-of- 
fact manner, so as not to alarm 
the children, she said: ‘“There’s 
some smoke in the basement. I 
think we ought to go out and get 
some fresh air.”

More than 26,000. insurance 
claims growing out of the tornado 
Sept. 29 have been filed with the 
National Board of Fire Underwrit- 


ers, in the temporary office opened 
in the Pierce Building after the 
tornado as a clearing house for 
claims. Estimates obtainable to- 
day of how much these claims 
would represent in payments 
ranged from $5,000,000 to $11,- 
000,000. 

Neither the total amounts of the 
claims nor the sums paid out have 
been tabulated, for attention has 
been focused on adjustments and 
sending claims through to home 
offices of insurance companies for 
payment. 

Harvey W. Russ, general ad- 
juster for the national] board, in 
charge of the local office, still 
clung to his estimate, made several 
weeks ago, that insurance pay- 
ments as result of the tornado 
would approximate $5,000,000. 

Another Higher Estimate. 

On the other hand, Carl 8. Law- 
ton, general manager of the Law- 
ton « Byrne - Bruner Insurance 
Agency Co., said he knew of four 
large agencies alone through which 
payments totaling about $5,250,000 
would be made. These agencies, 
he added, wrote less than 50 per 
cent of the tornado insurance. Con- 
sequently, he said, the total pay- 
ments would be nearer $11,000,000

PROVEN ME

MEXICO CITY, Nov. 3.—Re- 


united with his injured mount and 
with more than half his journey 
*behind him, A. H F. Schiffely, Ar- 
gentine schoolmaster, was here to- 
day waiting to resume what will 
probably be the longest horseback 
ride known—from Buenos Aires to 
New York, 10,000 miles. 

Attacks of malarial fever, suf- 
fered in the tropical jungles of 
Central America, had left the rider 
somewhat weak and thin. His two 
Argentine ponies, Mancha and El 
Gato, however, were both in fine 
shape, sleek and strong despite the 


hardships of the long trip, begun 
more than two years ago. The 
school teacher now believes that 
the worst of his journey is behind 
him and that he will reach New 
York in about four months more. 

The pistol, which he bought in 
Argentina just before his start, re- 
posed peacefully in his holster, for 
in all his long and hazardous jour- 
ney he has never had to draw the 
weapon. The trip took him 
through jungles filled with wild 
beasts and through countries where 
bandits prowl, but @uring his trav- 
els he was not molested by man 
or beast. 

Trip Devoid of Thrills. 


Asked to tell of his adventures, 
Schiffely replied laughingly: ‘‘Peo- 
ple who have adventures are those 
who travel on railroad trains. Real- 
ly, my trip has been surprisingly 
devoid of thrills.” 

The schoolmaster’s journey is in- 
tended to demonstrate the superi- 
ority of Argentine horses in 
strength, endurance and ability to 
withstand hardships and the most 
adverse conditions. 

El Gato was kicked by a pack 
mule in. Guatemala and sent here 
several weeks ago to a veterinary 
hospital. Completely recovered, 
the horse was reunited with his 
master as the latter, mounted on 
Mancha, approached Mexico City. 

His face lighting up at the sight 
of his reconditioned mount, Schif- 
fely spurred Mancha forward as 
El Gato trotted toward him. He 
dismounted and threw both arms 
around El Gato’s neck, crying 
“Pobrecito, pobrecito, como esta” 
(“Poor little fellow, poor little fel- 
low, how are you?’’). 

Presented With New Hat. 

His voice quavering, he contin- 
ued to fondle El Gato and address 
him in ende@ring terms. The horse 
nosed his master, seeking thus to 
express his joy in the reunion, | 

“T will never be able to strike a | 
| horse,” Schiffely replied when 
|asked if he believed in corporal 
+ punishment for children. He re- 
| plied that he thought it was in| 
some cases, and then continued, 
pointing to his riding whip: “You 
see this riding whip I carry? I 
carry it only because it was a gift 
to me in one of the cities I visited. 
I have never used it. I could never 
strike one of my horses under any 

condition.” 

| The schoolmaster’s hat, which he 
wore most of his trip, was frayed 
and tattered. Gen. Cruz, Chief of 
the Police of Mexico City, presented 
him with a great sombrero, deco- 
| rated elaborately with gold and sil- 
ver and weighing several pounds. 
The horseman’s costume now rep- 
resents almost every country 
through which he has passed. In 
addition to the Mexican sombrero, 
| he wears an Argeutine shirt, trous- 
ers bought in Guatemala, leggins 
acquired in Colombia, shoes from 
Costa Rica, necktie from Peru, 
socks from Bolivia and a belt pur- 
chased in Panama.

“THE LAW IS ON TRIAL.” 


The Post-Dispatch repeats that the law is on trial 
in the Fall-Sinclair oil fraud case. Can a criminal 
court function effectively, under present conditions, 
to bring to justice malefactors backed by enormous 
wealth and defended by skillful lawyers who resort 
to all the technicalities of law which favor defend- 
ants? 
| We use the word malefactors in this case deliberate- 
ly. The persons accused of crime have not been con- 
'victed of a criminal charge, but their guilt has been 
‘established in the civil courts. This case is peculiar. 
The fdurts, including the highest court of the land, 
‘have condemned the oil transactions of Fall and ‘Sin- 
‘clair as corrupt and fraudulent. The United States 
| Supreme Court has branded Fall as “a faithless public 
| officer,” and there is no question of the fraudulent 
| character of the transaction in which, as Secretary 
‘of the Interior, Fall, by secret and extraordinary ma- 
'neuvers, turned over rich naval reserves of the Unit- 
'ed States to Sinclair and received from Sinclair large 
‘sums of money. e 
| The circumstances were somewhat similar in the 
‘case of Fall and Doheny, charged with corruption and 
| fraud in the case of the Elk Hills reserve. But the 
‘Supreme Court had not then passed upon that trans- 
action and condemned it, as it subsequently did. 
In that case the jury was mainly at fault. Sufficient 
facts were brought out to justify a verdict of guilty, 
but skillful lawyers so played upon the sympathies 
of the jurors for two old men, lifelong friends, that 
the defendants were acquitted. How far skillful legal 
practices played to bring about the result in that case 
cannot easily be judged. . 

The Fall-Sinclat case is different. There is no 
sympathetic or emotional element in that. It was 
a cold-blooded betrayal of the .Government by

Working for practically nothing, Pomerene and 
Roberts have been dazzlingly successful in a series of 
cases calling forth persistence, ingenuity, back-break- 
ing labor and legal ability of the highest degree. 

They won the case against Doheny for the Elk Hills 
reserve in the District Court, the Circuit Court of 
Appeals and the Supreme Court of the United States. 
They won the case against Sinclair for Teapot Dome 
in the Circuit Court of Appeals after 8 Wyoming Dis- 
trict Court decided against them, and again in the 
Supreme Court of the United States.

COUNTER CHARGES 


State Executive Asserts Re- 
publican Clubhouses 
Hired Gunmen for Pro- 


tection. 


By the Associated Press. 

NEW YORK, Nov. 3.—With a 
challenge. that evidence be pro- 
duced to substantiate charges of 
vice in the County in which New 
York’s capital is located, Gov. Al; 
fred E. Smith struck back at Col. 
Fheodore Roosevelt in a statement 
published yesterday. The Governor 
termed charges by the Colonel 
“rash and foolish.” 

In speeches before the Repub- 
lican State convention at Rochester 
and in this city, Roosevelt had at- 
tacked Tammany Hall as corrupt 
and blamed Tammany and the 
Governor for conditions in Albany. 

“Col. Roosevelt has little interest 
in the welfare of the State of New 
York when at the height of a cam- 
paign for constitutional amend- 
ments he uses up the time of the 
public to make a personal attack 
upon me,” said the Governor. 

One of the amendments the Gov- 
ernor referred to provides for the 
election of Governors in presiden- 
tial years, a measure fostered by 
the Republicans and similar to one 
recently defeated in New Jersey. 

Smith said that Roosevelt “is en- 
tirely without understanding of the 
State’s fiscal system.” 

“You made some rash and fool- 
ish statements that were bitterly 
criticised by the press of the coun- 
try and by members of your own 
party,” he said, 

Reply Made Caustic. 

“Why don’t you try to render a 
real service to the State?” the 
Governor asked in conclusion. 
‘Talk about the pending constitu- 
tional amendments, no matter 
which side of the question you 
take. You will at least be stirring 
up public interest in the real issue 
of the campaign. And quit the job 
of trying to pull the red-hot politi- 
cal chestnuts out of the fire for 
the discredited leaders of your old, 
broken-down, dilapidated, corrupt 
Republican machine.” 

The Governor freely admitted the 
truth of Roosevelt’s charges on 
gambling in Democratic clubhouses 
and the police raids that uncov- 
ered it. 

“That is true," he said, “the raids 
were directed by a police commis- 
sioner who was appointed from my 
Cabinet by the Mayor of the city. 
But I did not hear you say an*- 
thing about the raids made or Ke- 
publican clubhouses for open gam- 
bling and lest you have no knowl- 
edge of it let me say that in one 
Republican clubhouse peolica were 
met with armed resistance, and it 
is' a matter of record in police 
headquarters that gunmen with po- 
lice records were in the employ of 
this Republican club to protect the 
game, 

Opposed to Gan:bling. 

“Bear in mind, Colonel, that I 
am just as much opposed to gam- 
bling as you are. But while we 
are talking about it let’s be truth- 
ful.” 

Smith denied a statement cf 
Roosevelt that he had investiga:ed 
Republican counties and failed to 
investigate Democratic crnes. He 
had no power, the Gover or said. 
to investigate any counties; ail he 
could do was to order investigation 
of county officers against whom 
charges had been made, and this 
had been his procedure in every 
case. 

He then mentioned “the situation 
that you complain of in Albany.” 

“You are unfafr enough in your 
ignorance of the situation,” saia 
the Governor, “to try to lead the 
people to believe that thera was 
something I could €o in Al»iny 
County that I did not do. 

No Charges Were Filed. 

“No charges were filed with me 
against any official in Albany 
County. : 

“If you have any information 
about official neglect on the pirt 
of officials of Albany County ana 
will file charges with me in proper 
form as required by statute, I will 
procced against them “as a Cov- 
ernor should proceztd, exactly a; I 
proceeded in all other cases where 
complaints were properly filed. 

“In the meantime, ple: ise do not 
insult the intelligence of the peo- 
ple of the State by attempting to 
lead them to believe that the Gov. 
ernor is a noliceman and shou!d 
out patrolling his post « ery nicht 
looking for violators of the law.”

to St. Louis real estate left by 
Edenborn. They deny Mrs. Meier 
daughter. Mrs. 
Meier, in turn, names the four as 
“representatives” of Mrs. Sarah 
Drain Edenborn, widow of the 


multimillionaire and principal ben- 
eficiary of his estate, in the ab- 
sence of a will. 


“The exercise of a wise discre- 
tion requires that the Court should 
have the benefit of a jury to de- 
termine the question of heirship,”’ 
says the motion filed by Mrs. 
Meier’s attorneys, Laughlin, Frum- 
berg, Blodgett and Russell. 

“This is a matter ordinarily 
triable-by jury. In this case it is 
one peculiarly triable by jury. The 
determination of this question will 
determine the fate of a $76,000,- 
000 estate. It will determine the 
destinies of the parties to this law 
suit.

REPLIES TO CRITIC 


Prohibition Commissioner Mc- 
Donald Brands Charges of 


State Senator as False. 


By the Associated Press. 

COLUMBUS, O., Nov. 3.—Brand- 
ing as a “campaign effusion” State 
Senator Paul Herbert’s letter yes- 
terday in which he declared he 
would ask for an investigation of 
the Antisaloon League in prohibi- 
tion enforcement, B. F. McDonald. 
prohibition commissioner, declared 
his department “stands ready for 
an investigation at any time and 
really courts an investigation from 
anyone except a. body of dry law 
nullifiers,” in an open letter to 
Herbert. 

The prohibition head denied of- 
ficers alleged in Herbert’s letter 
to have been involved in enforce- 
ment irregularities in Auglaize and 
Shelby Counties were members of 
the State Prohibition Department. 
“As usual,””’ McDonald’s letter said, 
“you have the wrong pig by the 
ear.”’ 

McDonald branded 
charges as an effort “to bolster 
your fight against the Marshall 
bill.” This bill, to be voted on at 
the November election, was passed 
by the Ohio Legislature and is de- 
Signed to relieve the _ situation 
caused by the recent United States 
Supreme @ourt decision whereby it 
is held illegal for Ohio Justices of 
the Peace to fine persons because 
they received a part of the fines 
they assessed. 

“We do not know,” the letter 
continues, “of an attorney for the 
Antisaloon League prosecuting any 
cases for this department for many 
months and when they did it was 
because of the inability to secure 
any salaried attorney to do the 
work. 

“Your charge about the pardon 
mill from the Canton workhouse 
is but another evidence of your 
strained effort to create some cam- 
paign material against the Mar- 
shall bill. Some of the prisoners 
are represented by attorneys who 
make the appeal (for clemency). 
Joseph Hilton to whom you refer 
has represented some in their ef- 
fort to be released. Some of Hil- 
ton’s appeals have been granted 
and some refused, 


Before a pardon is granted, the 
Governor requires a recommenda- 
tion from this department and be- 
fore we recommend it we require 
a recommendation from the Court 
who heard the evidence in the case 
and upon receipt of such recom- 
mendation we make our own in- 
vestigation. 


‘We accept complaints from the 
Antisaloon League about the viola- 
tion of the law just the same as we 
would from you, if you would 
sometime surprise us and make 
such a complaint.”

Missouri Woman Who Weaves 
Own Rugs Tells of Hard- 
ships in Early Days.

LA PLATA, Mo.—Fifty years on 


Missouri farms were terminated by 
Mr: and Mrs. John Calef of the 
Gibbs community, near here, when 
they observed their golden we- 
ding anniversary by removing to 
a new home in Kirksville, Mo, 
Nov. 1, 1877, the couple was 
married by. Justice of the Pence 
H. C, Groff at the home of the 
bride’s parents, Mr. and Mrs. Jo- 
seph Cloyd. Her mother being til, 
the bride cooked her own wedding 


dinner. One of the five kinds of 
cake served at the close of che 
meal was built like a log cabia, 
the bride says. 

“At the well of the little coun- 
try school I attended, a compan- 
ion and I were drawing a pail of 
water, when I first met John “a- 
lef,” relates the bride of half a 
century ago. “He rode along che 
road near by and, seeing us car- 
rying the water, dismounted and 
relieved us of the burden.” 

Both in starting their matri- 
monial venture were fitted by ex- 
perience and breeding to take up 
the occupation of their fathers— 
farming. At Hancock, Ill, where 
John Calef was born Feb. 4, 1855, 
his father had run a fishery for 
awhile. There, at the age of 10, 
John and his brother, Tom, put in 
a patch of corn by themselves and 
harvested it. From Mercer Coun- 
ty, Ky.,, the bride, when @ girl of

Ancestor in Revolution. 

Courageous blood of descend- 
ants traced into the sixteenth cen- 
tury of ‘Scottish and Irish history 
was back of the couple’s start into 
homebuilding on Missouri land. 
At the Battle of King’s Mountain 
in the Revolution sturdy Col. Jo- 
seph Cloyd, of whom Mrs, Calef 
is a descendant,. was there fighting | x 
against British oppression. Her fa- 
ther, Joseph Cloyd, served in the 
Civil War. 

In “Annals of Augusts County 
(Va.)” written in 1843 by Mrs. 
Letitia Floyd, wife of Gov. Floyd, 


appears an account of an Indian 
massacre of some of the early 
Cloyds: 

“One day in March, 1764, when 
Col. William Preston had gone to 
Staunton, Mrs. Preston early in 
the morning heard two gun shots 
in quick succession in the direc- 
tion of David Cloyd's house half a 
mile distant. Presently Joseph 
Cloyd rode up on a plow horse and 
related that the Indians had killed 
his brother, John, had shot at 
him (the powder burning his shirt) 
and having gone to the house had 
probably killed his mother. 

“Mrs. Preston immediately sent 
a young man to notify the garrison 
of a small fort on Craig’s Creek 
and then dispatched a white man 
and two Negroes to Mr. Cloyd’s. 
They found Mrs. Cloyd * toma- 
hawked in three places but still 
alive, and conscious. She told of 
the assault by the Indians, of their 
getting drunk, ripping up the 
feather beds and carrying off the 
money. One of the Indians wiped 
the blood from her temples with 
a corn cob, saying ‘Poor old wom- 
an.” She died the next morning.” 

And the Cloyd girl, as a bride, 
“I plowed, 
harrowed, gathered corn in the 
fields, wove my own clothes and 
blankets,” she relates. “I still have 
some of the blankets I made on 
my own spinning wheel and loom. 
Often I have taken.a kettle of 
coals to the field with me and 
warmed my hands over it as we 
husked corn.” 

Weaves Her Own Rugs. 

Mrs. Calef still has her loom, 
shuttle filler, and two spinning 
wheels, and says’ she is dexterous 
ase ever in operating them. In 
recent years she wove rugs for her 
floors. 

Mr. and Mrs. Calef started farm- 
ing on the place now owned by 
Walter Weedon in Adair County 
and lived there 10 months. Mrs. 
Calef’s father then purchased a 
new farm and gave 40 acres to his 
daughter. Calef purchased anoth- 
er 40 east of the New Harmony 
Church, where they lived 17 years, 
then selling out, moved to Novelty 
in 1896. There they lived 12 years. 
They moved to the original Gibbs 
homestead in 1908.

SYDNEY, New South Wales, 
Nov. 3.—A ferry boat, carrying 150 
persons, many of them school chil- 
dren, was crushed today beneath 
the bow of the steamship Tahiti, 
outward-bound for San Francisco.

B inet reaches certain plants it 

has been found possible to 
force them to bloom out of season 
earlier or later than their usual 
period. Horticulturists of the Unit- 
ed States Department of Agricul- 
ture have proved this in several in- 
teresting experiments, and sinfilar 
experiments are recommended to 
amateur flower fanciers as an en- 
joyable hobby.

SHOULD HATE To HAVE. 
NATIVES KNowW THE WHOLE 
ABOUT CIVILIZATION’ IN 
IS CURISTIAN CoUNTRY ” 


Miss Rose M. Maier, St. 
Louis Missionary, Finds 
Greater Satisfaction 
Than Here, Because Life 
Is on the Up Grade 
There.

FTER three years in an African 

mission and one year at home, 

Miss Rose M. Maier of 1921 
South Spring avenue declares she is 
glad to return to the Dark Conti- 
nent. One reason she gives is that 
though progress there is slow, it is 
on the upgrade, while many indi- 
cations lead her to believe civiliza- 
tion is declining here. 

She is bobbed-haired and to all 
appearances a modern type of 
young woman, though of serious 
mien. “Of course, I have always 
told my natives that all Christians 
do not practice their religion in 
their daily life, but I should hate 
to have them know the whole truth 
about jt,”’ Said the missionary in an 
interview. “Until I had been for 
three years among people who had 
been led to look up to and rever- 
ence Christianity and make great 
sacrifices to embrace it, I did not 
realize the lack of appreciation of 
all its benefits here at home.” 
Miss Maier is one of seven white 
persons conducting the Presbyte- 
rian mission in French Cameroun, 
in the west of Africa, and residing 
in the compound in which schools, 
a church and hoSpital are main- 
tained. 

She joined the mission just fol- 
lowing her graduation as a nurse at 
city hospital and will return to Af- 
rica this week after a year’s leave 
of absence. Part of her furlough 
has been spent with Dr. R. B. H. 
Gradwohl at his laboratories on Lu- 
cas avenue, studying germs of dis- 
eases with which she comes in con- 
tact in her field, and means of 
combating them. 

The surest approach to the Af- 
rican heart and mind and eventual- 
ly the soul is through medical aid, 
said Miss Maier. The colony is six 
degrees north of the Equator, the 
high temperatures made bearable 
by the altitude and. deep forests, 
which absorb the heat. The nights 
are so cool it is necessary to sleep 
under blankets, she said. There is 
much malaria, however, and sleep- 
ing sickness, leprosy, yaws and so- 
cial diseases, also pneumonia and 
tuberculosis. 


LEPER colony is isolated, 
A trousn Miss Maier says this iso- 

lation is-necesSary only as a 
means of stamping out the heredi- 
tary taint of the disease. “If lep- 
rosy were as contagious as we have 
been led to believe, all the natives 
in our colony would have it, for 
they walk barefooted over the 
ground trod by the lepers.” 

The danger may be offset some- 
what by the extreme cleanliness of 
the natives, she thought. “In a 
French book on physiology from 
which we are required to teach we 
had to tear out the page where it is 
recommended that a whole bath be 
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taken once a week and the feet 
Washed every day. Our natives 
plunge into the river many times a 
day, and we did not want to dis- 
courage this practice.”’

| HOPE FOR CRIPPLES 


A. L. Reed, M. D., 
he American Medical Association. 
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NE of the last things you wish 
to be is a cripple. 

I don’t know how many crip- 
ples we have in the United States 
but I have before me a statement 
by Todd (National Health Maga- 
zine) that there are between 109,- 
000 and 150,000 cripples in the 
United Kingdom and that about 
8000 are added to that number ev- 
ery year. The same proportion 
would place American figures at 
about 350,000 cases and 25,000 an- 
nual additions. These figures are 
probably very conservative. 

A cripple is one who has a pe-- 
manent defect of the body. 

These defects are but rarely ac- 
quired before birth. The _ great 
majority, probably 90 per cent, 
are made, not born, cripples. It 
is quite a common thing for a 
cripple to remark, “I was born 
like it.” But this is generally not 
true. He probably means that ke 
has been crippled ever since “e 
can remember, a very different 
thing. A few children are born 
with congenital deformities, but 
far more start life with a tendency 
to those diseases which produce 
deformity. There should never be- 
come cripples. 

Most cripples are actually 
brought to hospitals between the 
ages of 1 and 5. This shows that 
most deformities occur at a time 
when the child is growing rapidly 
and when his tissues can be very 
considerably benefited by proper 
treatment. It also shows that 
many patients do not come early 
enough. 

When deformity is congenital, 
treatment should be started not 
when the patient is 1 year old, but 
when he is 1 day old. 

Although people take much more 
interest now than they did in the 
problems of the cripple, the idea is 
still too common that treatment is 
prohibitively expensive. Actually, 
if it is efficient and if general and 
vocational training form part of 
it, it can make 75 per cent of cases 
genuinely self-supporting. 

Prevention is far more impor- 
tant than cure, and much may be 
done towards it by nurses and 
health visitors who can detect the 
cripple and persuade his parents 


to bring him for treatment. 

Every child who shows any sign 
of deformity at birth or who ap- 
pears to suffer from rickets, should 
be brought to an orthopaedic sur- 
geon at once, for children of thie 
Find tend to grow in a wrong di- 
rection if left alone and not to 
grow out of their defects. The 
earlier they are treated, the more 
quickly and effectively they will 
be cured. Continuity is more vital. 
It is useless to take a child to the 
clinic for a short time and remove 
him the Moment he seems to be 
improved. An operation for ap- 
pendicitis will remove the trouble 
once and for all; an operation for 
crippling is generally only an in- 
troduction to the real treatment 
or a mere incident in it. Parents 
must make up their minds that, 
unless they attend constaatly after 
treatment has been commenced. 
they are wasting what time they 
have given and sacrificing the 
future of their child. If a doctor 
says, “Come again in three 
months,” he means it. Again, 
some parents, when their children 
have grown out of their splints 
and seem perfectly well. will neg- 
lect to provide new ones. No in- 
strument should be abandoned 
until the doctor who has ordered 
it gives permission. 

But here is the big lesson in the 
facts I have given: 

Every cripple has, wilfully or 
unwillingly, violated some natural 
law. ; 

The resulting infirmity is the 
penalty of, and in proportion to 
such violation. 

The cure, as far as cure may be 
possible, can come only from plac- 
ing the victim in harmony with 
the natural law as it makes for 
his health and happiness,
